percent of the criminals are intemper 
ate; filth, ninety five per cent, of the 
juvenile offender;- are from idle, ignorant, 
vicious and drunken homes.

Ha proposes 
there to make a village of comtortab'e 
residences, each haviug an acre or two of 
ground attached, which are to be sold .r 
rented to people of moderate means at 
very low rates This town is to be con- 
nected with New York by a railway on 
which a great number of trains shall be 
run, carrying passengers very cheaply, 
and Mr. Stewart hopes by these meaus to 
enable people with small incomes who do 
business iu New York, to secure com- 
fortable and healthy homes, which they 
can-never do in the crowded city or iu 
villages accessible ouly by railroads dis- 
posed to extort the highest fare* allowed 
by law.
